liam Dobson of 387 votes. This is 207 
larger than his majority over Harry 
Hamer last year. The total vote this 
year was 239 less than last year. 


The surprise of the election was the 


size of Dobson's vote, which came so 
near Cady"s and exceeded the early

The democratic candidate. Prank H. 


Goodrich, was snowed under by an 
overwhelming vote, Cady beating him 
by over 855 votes and Dobson beating 
him by 468 votea. 


One of the features of the election 


was. the falling off In the socialist 
vote for mayor. Connors polled only 


83 votes, while at the state election 


243 votes were cast for the socialist 
candidate for governor.

small, the total vote when the polls 
closed was unexpectedly large. It was 
2'993, only 239 smaller than last year, 
when the hottest municipal fight pos- 
sible was fought. 


The council will be made up of five 


old members, four republicans and one 
democrat. Only two members will be 
new and they are both democrats, Wil- 
liam H. Broderick and Louis Ladam. 
Col. Bracewell's vote of 1605 was the 
largest of the day where there was 
more than one candidate, with the ex- 
ception of J. F. Bowes' vote. 


For assessor John F. Bowes, the 


democratic candidate for re-election, 
defeated William M. Burch, repub- 
lican, by 662 votes. 


The school committee contest was 


an overwhelming1 victory for David 
A. Anderson, the present memtfer, 
and Dr. M. M. Brown, one of 
the 


democratic candidates, whose ma- 


jority over Fred Reed, the other re- 
publican candidate, was only 70. Mrs. 
Potter, the W. C. T. 17. and Dobson 
candidate, received the smallest vote 
of any, 544. Only 17 women voted dur- 
ing the election. 


The license vote was also a slight 


change from last year. The license 
majority was only 253, whereas last 
year it was 453. The change was in 
the size of the "yes" vote. Last year 
it was 1735. This year ^ was 1533. 
The "no" vote was practically 
the 


same.

And Others Seriously Hurt by fire and 


Explosion at Fort Adaiuf. 


Newpcfc-t, R. I.. Dec. 20.—A ftre, which 


broke out last night at Fort Adams. In 
the stables of light battery, F, Fourth 
artillery, not only destroyed the stables, 
but communicated to a neighboring 
-;un shed, containing some powder, and 
:he explosion which followed killed Pri- 
vate Sullivan and two other men, se- 
riously injured Private Street, Corporal 
Bryan and Private Kerwin, while Pri- 
vates Weil, Salter, Po\\er, Flannagan 
and Ciay recehed painful burns. 
The 


.ire was caused by the explosion of a 
lamp in a \ving of the stable, about 5:30 
o'clock, the Names igniting some straw. 
One of the sentries gave the alarm by 
tiring his rifle, and in a few minutes the 
entire gan ison was flg-hting the flames. 


There were 150 horses in the stables 


when the fire broke out, but all were 
taken out. 
"While the soldiers were 


doing their utmost to get the horses out 
and stop the fuither extension of the 
fire, a gun shed, some distance back of 
the stables, caught fire, and, almost 
without wai'ning, blew up. 
The ex- 


plosion was entirely unlocked for, and 
the force of it hurled a number of the 
soldiers high in the air, besides throwing 
others to the ground, where they were 
almost immediately covered with burn- 
in* timbers. 


Their comrades ru?hed In and suc- 


ceeded in hauling the unfortunate men 
out of the burning pile, but Sullivan was 
found to be dead, his body being hor- 
ribly burned and majigled. 
A search 


of the ruins after the fire disclosed the 
bodies of two soldiers, neither of which 
could be identified. 


The explosion also hurled

bition Wan Turned Into n Soclnl 
Function—Curioaa Supcrvtltluu oi 
a line Dealer. 


KKW YORK, Deo. 20.—[Special.]—This 


town has novor undergone a more belter 
skelter, burly burly period of Christmas 
shopping than the one which is now draw- 
Ing to a close, notwithstanding the Inter- 
esting fact chronicled some weeks ago In 
this correspondence that tbo holiday rush 
of this year began earlier than any previous 
holiday rush In the history of Now York. 


It would be an oxcoodingly interesting 
bing if figures showing tho amount ot 
•loney annually expended for Christmas 
^ifts in New York could be got together. 
Such figures this year would certainly ag- 
gregate well up into the millons, for the 
streams of money which for two months 
at least have boon flowing into the coffers 
of every conceivable sort of dealer in re- 
turn for Christmas presents have been 
simply unparalleled. 


Christman Art Trenanrei. 


This is true to a noteworthy extent of 


ho art treasures offered, and, as is always 
fcho case when times are getting better 
and money is easier, there has been prob- 
nbly unprecedented expenditure along ar- 
tistio lines. The sale of high grade etch- 
ings, engravings, photogravures and tho 
like hns been especially large, and the 
employees of stores where such things are 
sold have worked border since the middle 
of November than they ever <}id before in 
their lives. 


The writer has this information from 


tbe superintendent of a swell picture shop 
in Fifth avenue. Yet he is more than 
satisfied with the results, since the profits 
of the concern for 1898 will be larger than 
for any previous year. But he feels a lit- 
tle sore about one day of the present sea- 
son, and most readers, I fancy, would feel 
as he dues if they had been obliged to go 
through a similar disquieting experience. 


"We get up little art exhibitions at 


which we display certain lines of pictures 
on certain days in our store," said the su- j 
porintondent in telling the story to me, 
"and these exhibitions are generally pro- 
ductive of good sales. 
We got up on es- 


pecially attractive one last week, and tho j 
room in which tho pictures were shown 
filled up vsith appreciative observers, most 
of whom were evidently prospective pur- 
chasers with Christmas in view, soon after 
the beginning of the businoss -Jay. Every 
person in tho establishment expected 5 
rush that day,arul a rush would surely have 
come had nob our visitors included a cer- 
tain woman well known in New York's 
best social circles, whom I eball speak of 
as BIrs. Brown. 


"It is 0110 of the boasts of onr firm that 


its customers include nearly every family 
of the so cnlled Four Hundred, and the 
visitors on tho day in question were al- 
most all of them members of that circle. 
With less than half a dozen exceptions 
this Mrs. Brown vras personally known to 
every individual who came in, and, as she 
haa only recently returned from Europe, 
as soon ne the prospective customers no- 
ticed her presence they turned their atten- 
tion from the pictures to bar, and from 
that moment we might; as well not havs 
been in business at all, so far as sale? were 
concerned. In other words, our little ex- 
hibition was transformed in tbe twinkling 
of an eja from a business enterprise to a 
social reception. Mrs. Brown remained 
three or four hours, and I don't suppose 
we sold $5 worth while she was there, 
since ereo those outsiders who oame in 
and knew her not become so absorbed in 
the knowledge thnt the famous Mrs. 
Brown stood before them as to forget our 
pictures altogether.'' 


A Superstition* Rose Vender. 


The present season of holiday buying 


has been characterized by almost as lavish 
a gale of rugs as of pictures, and those 
dealers who go about with their wares 
from house to house have reaped an un- 
Ufc.ially riot harvest. 


It would hardly bethought perhaps that 


rng dealers are exceptionally superstitious, 
and yet, judging from a itory told to the 
writer this morning, they roust as a class 
be peculiarly subject to belief in mascots, 
hoodoos and good luck and bad. If there 
Is anything in which the relator of this 
etory takes delight it is a handsome rug, 
yet until this year, owing to rather strait- 
ened circumstances, he has not often been 
able to gratify his liking in that direction. 
But his ships have now begun to arrive, 
and early in November he bought two or 
throe handsome rugs from a peripatetic 
dealer, who offered his goods at unusually 
low figures, and after delivering them 
begged to be allowed the privilege of show- 
ing more the next day. 


Although the buyer bad no intention of 


purchasing more and frankly told the 
dealer so, tbe tatter begged so hard that per- 
mission wati accorded, snd he later craved 
permission to leave the rugs for a day or 
two. This was allowed also, though some- 
what against the better judgment of the 
buyer. A few days afterward the dealer 
reappeared, rolled up the rugs and made 
ready to take them away, but beggod Iho 
privilege of leaving soiuo more, ilo was 
so persuasive that this was granted also. 
Not to make a long drawn out story of it, 
the performance was repeated two or tbreo 
times. Finally the buyer put his foot 
down, declaring that he could sec no rea- 
son why his fl.tt should bo made a rug 
storehouse for any peddler. This seemed 
to disconcert the poor fellow immensely, 
and, the buyer remaining obdurate, the 
dealer finally tjxplaiced. 


"For weeks I had made no sales when I 


first visited your flat," said ho, "and that 
Was why 1 offered tho rugs you purchased 
•t such low figures. When you concluded 
to take them, I felt impressed with the no- 
tion that you wore going to bring me 
luck, and BO it proved. You remember 
that I brought four rugs here at first. 
You bought two. Before the day waa over 
I sold tbe other two at double the prices 
you bad paid for yours. Next day I start- 
ed out with more rugs. I couldn't sell 
thorn, no natter how low I offered them. 
Then I came here, got you to let ine un- 
roll them and leave them a day or two 
nnd took them out again for sale. They 
were taken by the first person I exhibited 
them to at prices whioh I will tell you 
confidentially wore double their value. 


"And so it has been ever since. 
Every 


fug which I have had the supreme felicity 
of unrolling on your floor has sold readily 
to the first pirson I have offered it to, and 
I would be milling to pay you n comruis- 
Blon if you'weulii lot u.e continue to un- 
roll my rugs first on your floors."

"Washington, Dec. 19.—The week in the 


senate will be opened with a speech by 
Senator Plj.it of Connecticut on the 
question of expansion. 
He has given 


notice of an address 
to begin im- 


mediately after the conclusion of routine 
business today. 


J'.r. Plait will reply to the speech of 


Senator Ve?t, iua.de last Monday, and, 
as he has given very cartful attention 
to the extension o2 our territorial area, 
no little interest is manifested among 
senators in his presentation or' the mat- 
ter; and it is nut improbable, unless the 
Nicaraffuan, 
bi!l prevants, that the 


speech xvili precipitate a more or less 
general debate upon this quescion. 
Whether it does or not, a number of 
speeches on the same subject will be 
made after the Christmas holidays, pre- 
paratory to the consideration of the 
peace treaty. 


It is hoped that the treaty win be 


taken up for discussion early in' Jan- 
uary. 
Already there is talk ef the 


probabilitjr of disposing of the treaty 
during the present session, and the im- 
pression is favorable to this result. A 
few senators manifest a disposition to 
debate the treaty at length, and some 
p.'ofess unalterable opposition, but the 
fee-ling is so strong aga.inst an extra 
session, ana in favor of the postpone- 
ment of the settlement of the disposition 
of the Philippines aftor they come into 
our possession, that it now seems that 
even the minority will consent to the 
treaty's ratification without material 
delay. 
The friends of the treaty, who 


are giving the closest attention to de- 
tails of opposition as they 
develop, 


have taken the pains to have enu- 
merated the names of the signers to the 
memorials ag-ainst annexation 
which 


hare reached the senate, and they find 
that there ar« fewer than 2000 of them, 
distributee! among the states as follows: 


Massachusetts, 1435; West Virgrinia, 


101; Indiana, 74; Ohio, 50; Florida, 47; 
New York, 45; Virginia, 39; Vermont, 
20; Maryland, 16; Pennsylvania and Illi- 
nois, 15 each; Rhode Island, 12; New 
Hampshire,'ti: California and Missouri, 
3 each; "Wisconsin and Tennessee. 2 
ea.ch. and Maine, Colorado and Nevada, 
1 each. 


The president will submit the peace 


treaty to the senate during the present 
session. That much has been definitely 
determined upon. The text is still lack- 
ing here aiici, as the commissioners have 
thought proper to entrust the document 
to the mails, It will not reach Washing- 
ton before next Saturday. Although de- 
sirous of placing it before the senate at 
the earliest opportunity, the president 
will not be able to do so for a week after 
its receipt, for the reason that congress 
will then be in holiday recess. Mean- 
while the treaty will not be given to the 
public. Strong pressure has been brought 
to bear already to change this decision, 
but a strict observance of the estab- 
lished custom in such cases will be fol- 
lowed in order to avoid exciting useless 
animosity against the treaty on the part 
of the sticklers for the observance of 
the courtesy due the senate. 


Senator Morgan says he means to 


press the Niea.rajEruan canal bill as vigor- 
ously as possible, and he expresses the 
hope that ha may get a r^te before next 
Wednesday, the probable date of tha 
Christmas adjournment. 
The indica- 


tions are,' however, agc-inst such 
an 


early disposal of the subjeot, and It may 
be accepted as quite certain that even if 
Senator Turpie's motion for postpone- 
ment till Jan. 10 should not prevail, the 
bill will be naturally thrown over be- 
yond the holidays. 
It is evidently the 


purpose of the opposition to prevent 
action during the few remaining days 
prior to adjournment. 
Mr. Morgan has 


Indicated his willingness to accept the 
Berry amendments in modified form, and 
the bill, as the Arkansas senator pro- 
poses to change it, has been printed for 
information.

L»ouisa Burns, his daughter; Hazell Mf>r- 
ritt, the owner's daugrhter, and seven d 
the crew of the Deer Hill. 


The Deer Hill was a three-masted top- 


Ball schooner owned by C. H, Mcrrltt anc! 
others of St. John, N. B. She sailed from 
St. John Nov. 23 for Santca with a cargo 
of lumber, a larje part of which Wa: 
deck load, and two passengers, ona oi 
whom v/as the captain's daughter, the 
other girl a daughter of one of the v«s- 
eel's owners. 


About a week after sailing. Dec. 2, th* 


schooner fell in with a bad spell of weath- 
er, the wind commencing to blow hard 
from the southwest and increasing to 
terrific force, with a high and dangerous 
sea. during •which the vessel laborer! 
heavily and the seas washed continu- 
ously over tha decks, swept away the 
deck load, smashed, th* boats and flooded 
the deckhouse. 


This weather continued for six days 


with unabating fury until the schooner 
broke Jier rudder and became unmanage- 
able. During t&is six-day blow the -wind 
was from the south southwest and west, 
and the seas were enormous. Captain 
Burns decided to abandon the vessel oil 
the first opportunity. 
On Dec. S the 


steamer Pawnee appeared and in answer 
to signals etood by and finally after four 
days transferred the unfortunate ship- 
wre<.ked people to safety and brought 
them to this port. 


The Deer HiJl was built at Moss Glen, 


N. B., in 1891, and registered 341 tons. 


Wr»ck of the Parisian, 


Halifax, Dec. 19.—Schooner Parisian, 


107 tons, of Lout=burg, bound, 
from 


LouisbuTg to Halifax with a cargo of 
coal, went ashore on the southern side 
of Whltehead island, one of the roughest 
planes on the coast.

holiday rush in the history of Now York.

.biug if figures showing the amount of 
.nonoy annunlly expended for Christmas 
gifts in New York could be got together. 
Such figures this your would certainly ag- 
gregate well up into the millons, for tha 
streams: of money which for tv?o months 
at ieiibt have boon flowing into the coffers 
of every conceivable sort of dealer in re- 
turn for Christmas presents have been 
simply unparalleled. 


ChrintmnM Art Treasures. 


This is true to a noteworthy extent of 


'the art treasures offered, and, as is always 
the case when times aro getting better 
and money is easier, there has been prob- 
ably unprecedented expenditure along ar- 
tistio lines. The rtnle of high grade etch- 
ings, engravings, photogravures and the 
like has been especially large, and the 
employees of stores whore such things are 
sold have worked harder since the middle 
of Xovember than they ever (Hd before in 
their lives. 


The writer fans this inf/rnmtion from 


the superintendent of a swell picture shop 
in Fifth avenue. Yet he is more than 
satisfied with the results, since the protfcs 
of the concern for 1898 will be larger than 
for any previous year. But he feels a lit- 
tle sore about one day of the present sea- 
son, and most readers, I fancy, would feel 
aa he does if they bad been obliged to go 
through a similar disquieting experience. 


"We get up little art ezhibitions at 


which we display certain lines of pictures 
on certain days in our store," said the su- 
perintendent in telling the story to me, 
"and these exhibitions are generally pro- 
ductive of good sales. 
Wo got up an es- 


pecially attractive one last week, and tho 
room in which tho pictures wera shown 
filled up with appreciative observers, most 
of whom were evidently prospective pur- 
chasers with Christmas in view, soon after 
the beginning of the business lay. Every 
parson in tho establishment expected r. 
rush that day , and a rush would surely have 
come had not our visitors included a cer- 
tain woman well known in New York's 
best social circles, whom I shall speak of 
as Mrs. Brown. 


"It is one of the boasts of our firm that 


its customers include nearly every family 
of the so called Four Hundred, and the 
visitors on tho day in question were al- 
most all of them mem bers of that circle. 
With less than half a dozen exceptions 
this Mrs. Brown was personally known to 
every individual who came in, and, as she 
has only recently returned from Europe, 
as soon as the prospective customers no- 
ticed her presence they turned their atten- 
tion from the pictures to her, and from 
that moment we might as well not have 
been in business at all, so far as sales were 
concerned. In other words, our little ex- 
hibition was transformed in the twinkling 
of an eye from a business enterprise to a 
social reception. Mrs, Brown remained 
throe or four hours, and I don't suppose 
•wo sold $5 worth while she was there, 
since even those outsiders who came in 
and knew her not became BO absorbed in 
the knowledge that the famous Mrs. 
Brown stood before them as to forget our 
pictures altogether. ' ' 


A Superstitions Rug Vender. 


The present season of holiday buying 


has been characterized by almost as lavish 
a Bale of rugs as of pictures, and those 
dealers who go about with their wares 
from house to house have reaped an un- 
ut-.ally rich harvest. 


It would hardly be thought perhaps that 


rag dealers are exceptionally superstitious, 
and yet, judging from a «toiy told to tihe 
writer this morning, they must as a class 
be peculiarly subject to belief in mascots, 
hoodoou and good luck and bad. If there 
IB anything in which tho relator of this 
etory takes delight it is a handsome rug, 
yet until this year, owing to rather strait- 
ened circumstances, he hns not often been 
able to gratify his liking in that direction. 
But his ships have now begun to arrive, 
and early in November he bought two or 
three handsome rugs from a peripatetic 
dealer, who offered big goods at unusually 
low figures, and after delivering thorn 
begged to bo allowed the privilege of shew- 
ing more the next day. 


Although the buyer had no intention of 


purchasing more and frankly told the 
dealer so, the latter begged so hard that per- 
mission v?aB accorded, and he later craved 
permission to leave the rugs for a day or 
two. This was allowed also, though some- 
what agaiust the better judgment of the 
buyer. A few days afterward the dealer 
reappeared, rolled up the rugs and made 
ready to take them away, but begged tho 
privilege of leaving some more. IIo was 
BO persuasive that this v?as granted aldo. 
Not to make a long drawn out story of it, 
the performance was repented two or three 
times. Finally tho buyer put, his foot 
down, declaring that he could sco no rea- 
son why his flat should bo made a rug 
storehouse for any peddler. Ihis seemed 
to dibuoiicflri the poor fellow immensely, 
and, the huyur remaining obdurate, the 
dealer finally explained. 


"For weeks I had made no sales when I 


first visited jour flat," said ho, "and that 
ftus why I offorod the rugs you purchased 
at such low figures. When you concluded 
to take them, Ifolt impressed with the no- 
tion that you wore going to bring me 
luok, and so it proved. You remember 
that I brought four rugs hero at first. 
You bought two. Before the day was over 
I sold the other two at double tho prices 
you bad paid for yours. Next day I start- 
ed out with more rugs. I couldn't sell 
them, no matter how low I offered them. 
Then I canoe here, got you to let me un- 
roll them and leave thorn a day or two 
and took them out again for sale. They 
were taken by the first parson I exhibited 
them to at prices which I will toll yea 
confidentially were double their value. 


"And 
so it l.n.o been e\er sinoo. Every 


rug which I have had the supremo felicity 
of unrolling on your floor has sold readily 
to the first prison I have offered it to, and 
I would be Tilling to pay you a commis- 
sion if yon would let me continue to un- 
roll my rugo first on your floors."

BURIAL OF HON. THOMAS OSBORN 


General in Union Army and i.x-Sen- 


ator From Florida. Also a 


Prominent Author. 


The body of Hon. Thomas W. Os- 


born arrived in this city Monday even- 
ing on the 9 o'clock train from New 
York via Pittsfield and was buried in 
Hillside cemetery today. 


Mr. Osborn was a brother of Rev. 


Dr. A. C. Osborn, formerly for some 
years pastor of the Baptist church in 
this city, and now president of Bene- 
dict college, Columbia, S. C. He had 
had much experience in public life, 
and was shortly alter the rebellion 
war a member of the United States 
senate from Florida, He served in the 
Union army as General Howard's chief 
of staff, which position gave him the 
rank of general. After his service in 
the United States senate he engaged 
in the railroad business for a number 
of years. 


For the last 12 or 15 years Mr. Osborn 


had devoted himself to literary work, 
his last being a history of the war in 
12 volumes. 
This work was practi- 


cally finished at the time of his death 
and its publication will be attended to 
by his nephew, Dr. Hubbard of New 
York, with whom he had lived for sev- 
eral years, and who accompanied the 
remains to this city. 


Mr. Osborn was never married. He 


was not much known here, althouglh 
he visited his brother several times 
while the latter was pastor of the Bap- 
tist church.

BURIAL OF HON. THOMAS OSBORN 


General in Union Army and Ex-Sen- 


ator From Florida. Also a 


Prominent Author. 


The body of Hon. Thomas W. Os- 


born arrived in this city Monday even- 
ing on the 9 o'clock train from New 
York via Pittsfield and was buried in 
Hillside cemetery today. 


Mr. Osborn was a brother of Rev. 


Dr. A. C. Osborn, formerly for some 
years pastor of the Baptist church in 
this city, and now president of Bene- 
dict college, Columbia, S. C. He had 
had much experience in public life, 
and was shortly after the rebellion 
war a member of the United States 
senate from Florida. He served in the 
Union army as General Howard's chief 
of staff, which position gave him the 
rank of general. After his service in 
the United States senate he engaged 
in the railroad business for a number 
of years. 


For the last 12 or 15 years Mr. Osborn 


had devoted himself to literary work, 
his last being a history of the war in 
12 volumes. This work was practi- 
cally finished at the time of his death 
and its publication will be attended to 
by his nephew, Dr. Hubbard of New 
Tork, with whom he had lived for sev- 
eral years, and who accompanied the 
remains to this city. 


Mr. Osborn was never married. He 


was not much known here, althouglh 
he visited his brother several times 
while the latter was pastor of the Bap- 
tist church.
